It is certainly not too late. 
In fart, this is one of the 
best times for you to start 
preparing for your retire¬ 
ment, according to most fi¬ 
nancial consultants. 

Careful retirement pian- 
ning is especially important 
for women for spiecial rea¬ 
sons. They live longer than 
men: con.sequently they will 
be dependent on retirement 
income for a greater number 
C‘f years than men. 

Another reason, and per- 
raps th--' most critical, is that 
under the current Social 
Security system and under 
many ix’nsion plans, women 
receive smaller benefit 
cheeks than men because 
women often earn lower 
wages and .are much more 
likely to leave paid employ¬ 
ment for a period of time to 
.'^tay home and raise chil¬ 
dren. This reduces their eli¬ 
gibility for oensions and de 
creases the amount of theii 
Social Security check. 

Talk to your employ t r 
about your company’s pen¬ 
sion plan. Make sure you are 
covered, and find out hov 
long you are required to 
vs ork before you are eligible 
for benefits, and how much 
you will receive.

Jarvis II Effective Date 

The Ic'.gislative c-ounjel has issued an opinion that 
.SB 1464 (Campbell) defining the Prop. 9 personal Income 
tax cut as taking effect June 4, the date after the election, 
is constitutional. Campbell put t'lie bill in at the request 
of Howard Jarvis who wawnts to soften the first year 
revenue loss from $-1.9 to $3.5 billion. Tlie $4.9 billion 
figure ass'iimes Prop. 9 would be effective for all of calen¬ 
dar year 1980. Rather than using two sets of tax forms 
and tax rates for 1980, the Campbell bill would use a so- 
called composite tax rate schedule topping off at 7.8 per 
cent. Currently, personal income tax rates reach 11 per 
cent, and would be cut in half by Jarvis II. SB 1464 ie 
set for hearing in Senate Revenue and Taxation. 

Gas Rationing Guidelines 

California Energy Commissioners Schweikart and 'Wal¬ 
ker took public testimony March 13 on projxrsed new guide¬ 
lines to be used by the Energy Commission Fuel Allocation 
Office, which woulr distribute gasoline in cases of emer¬ 
gencies. Adoption by the full commission will be at a 
later date. The California set-asieje program for fuel al- 
locatio.ns is a federal program administered by the state. 
The state controls 10 per cent of its allocation, around 900 
million gallons of gasoline each mcuith, and in a shortage 
can distribute it to meet hardships. Pnesently the state 
has been returning 85 ix?r cent of its gasoline to distri¬ 
butors becau.se its supplies are higih. Under the new guide¬ 
lines gasoline would be distributed ejuting a shortage to 
emergency vehicles, to bulk users auCh. as farms, to truck¬ 
ing firms and to certain oil .dealers who serve areas that 
have shortages.
